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LENDING A HELPING HAND 


The Belle Haven Improvement association’s request for 
city council help in eliminating certain traffic hazards and road 
conditions brought prompt and sympathetic action at the Aug. 
22 meeting of councilmen. 

The association, which in the past has shown itself to be 
an active and determined group of residents, is weary of the 
unnecessary traffic situation at the three-way intersection of 
Bayshore highway, Willow road and Bay road. 

It also believes with good reason that the county’s portion 
of Ringwood avenue between Middlefield and Bay roads should 
be improved, particularly since it will carry much more traffic 
when the new Menlo-Atherton high school is opened early 
next year. 

A “‘mess”’ probably best describes the traffic at the cross- 
ing of two heavily traveled roads with the great arterial that 
is Bayshore. Councilman Belangie suggested that fellow mem- 
bers of the board ‘’park out there some Sunday then just sit 
and watch the accidents happen.” 

The state highway division has demonstrated it can solve 
such a traffic headache by its installation of a new signal 
system at Five Points, on El Camino Real in Redwood City. 
Traffic there now moves with plan and reason. 

As to Ringwood road, the need for widening and surfacing 
is pretty obvious. It has come into more and more use as a 
link with downtown Menlo Park and the city’s Belle Haven 
and Suburban Park sections, as well as with the Ravenswood 
area, Yet more demands will be made upon it when hundreds 
of students from that section begin attending the new high 
school. 

While it has no jurisdiction in either matter, the council 
was in complete agreement with the Belle Haven residents. 
It gave its official support to trustees of the Sequoia Union 
high school district trustees in asking county authorities to 
improve Ringwood avenue; it directed the city traffic commis- 
sion to make a survey and report on the intersection hazards 
so something concrete in the way of improvement can be pro- 
posed to state highway officials. 

Had the Belle Haven area been unincorporated it would 
have had only its own unofficial, plaintive voice to raise in 
protest. 

As part of the City of Menlo Park, the association has the 
weight of a municipal government back of it. 


ENFORCEMENT MADE DIFFICULT 


A story in the RECORDER last week reported that Menlo 
Park police would issue a citation to a resident of Calwa City 
(Fresno county) unless he appeared in police court within the 
customary 30 days to answer a charge of speeding 80 miles 
an hour in the 25-mile-an-hour business district here. The 
citation was issued Aug. 8 and, according to police, the alleged 
offender signed the ticket, which constituted a promise to ap- 
pear Aug. 9. 

The necessity of going through the procedure of sending 
a warrant to another county on a charge of failure to appear 
caused us to inquire as to why out-of-county residents aren't 
booked immediately in the case of more flagrant violations— 
and driving 80 miles an hour on a 25-mph street certainly falls 
in this category. 

The answer given by Police Chief Potter is: It can’t be done 
save in specific cases named in the state motor vehicle code. 

Immediate arrest and booking must be made in cases of 
drunken driving or driving under influence of narcotics, when 
a driver demands an immediate hearing or refuses to sign a 
citation, declines to produce a driver's license or other suit- 
able identification and when there is a hit-run offense involv- 
ing death or injury. 

An officer has the option of immediate booking in cases 
of reckless driving involving death or injury, failure to stop 
after a property damage accident and engaging in speed con- 
tests. There are other cases which apply mainly to the state 
patrol, such as refusal to submit to a brake test or weighing 
of a vehicle. 

In the Menlo Park case, even had the offense been regard- 
ed as reckless driving, the officer could not make an outright 
arrest because no injury was involved. 

Such restrictions don‘t aid local traffic enforcement. A 
home town or county resident can expect to take his medicine; 
a visitor may be able to “‘get by”’ so long as he can dodge a 


warrant.

The New Social Security Act: 
Monthly Benefits Will Increase 
Substantially for 4205 Residents 


Editor’s note: This is the first in 

series of three articles prepared 
by the federal security agency on 
the new social security act signed 
by President Truman Aug. 28. The 
articles explain changes in old- 
age and survivors’ insurance.

The general city rate, the only 
one under the control of the city 
council, was cut three cents from

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF MENLO PARK DOES 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. ADOPTION OF 
PERSONNEL SYSTEM. In order 
to establish an equitable and uni- 
form procedure for dealing with 
personnel matters; to attract to 
municipal service the best and most 
competent persons available; to as- 
sure that appointments and promo- 
tions of employees will be based on 
merit and fitness as determined by 
competitive test; and to provide a 
reasonable degree of security for 
qualified employees, the following 
personnel system is hereby adopted. 

SECTION 2. PERSONNEL OF- 
FICER. The city manager shall be 
ex officio personnel officer. With 
the approval of the council, the city 
manager may delegate any of the 
powers and duties conferred upon 
him as personnel officer under this 
ordinance to any other officer or 
employee of the city or may recom- 
mend that such powers and duties 
be performed under contract as 
provided in Section 19 of this or- 
dinance. The city manager shall: 

(a) Attend all meetings of the 
Personnel Board and serve as its 
secretary. ae 

(b) Administer all the provisions 
of this ordinance and of the per- 
sonnel rules not specifically reserv- 
ed to the council or the Personnel 
Board. 

(c) Prepare and recommend to 
the council revisions and amend- 
ments to the personnel rules. The 
city attorney shall approve the le- 
gality of such revisions and amend- 
ments prior to their submission to 
the council. 

(d) Prepare a position classifica- 
tion plan, including class specifica- 
tions, and revisions of the plan. The 
plan, and any revisions thereof, 
shall become effective upon approv- 
al of the council. 

(e) Prepare a plan of compensa- 
tion, and revisions thereof, cover- 
ing all classifications in the com- 
petitive service. 23 

The plan, and any revisions 
thereof, shall become effective up- 
on approval by the council. 

SECTION 3. PERSONNEL 
BOARD. There is hereby created 
a Personnel Board to consist of five 
members, to be appointed by the 
council.

The 
Council, City Manager and any 
other officer in whom is vested the 
power to appoint, make transfers, 
promotions, demotions, reinstate- 
ments, lay-offs, and to suspend or 
dismiss employees, shall retain such 
power, subject to the provisions of 
this ordinance and the personnel 
rules. : 

SECTION 11. SUSPENSION. 
Any person holding a position or 
employment in the competitive ser- 
vice shall be subject to disciplinary 
suspension without pay by the ap- 
pointing power and without right 
of appeal, but such suspensions 
shall not exceed a total of thirty 
calendar days in any fiscal year. A 
department head not having power 
tO appoint may make disciplinary 
suspensions in accordance with the 
rules. 

SECTION 12. FILING OF 
CHARGES. Any permanent em- 
ployee in the competitive service 
who has been demoted, dismissed, 
or reduced in pay, shall be entitled 
to request a written statement of 
the reasons for such action. Such 
a request must be made within three 
working days following the action, 
and he shall have three additional 
working days within which to an- 
swer the charges in writing. In 
the event the employee requests the 
statement and prepares his written 
answer, copies of both shall be filed 
with the City Clerk, who shall 
transmit them to the Personnel 
Board. Within ten days from the 
date of filing his answer to the 
written charges, or in the event 
such written charges have not been 
made available to him within the 
time prescribed, then within ten

(d) Preparation and conduct of 
tests and the establishment and use 
of resulting employment lists con- 
taining names of persons eligible 
for appointment. 

(e) Cettification and appoint- 
ment of persons from employment 
lists, and the making of temporary 
and emergency appointments. 

(f) Evaluation of employees dur- 
ing the probationary period. 

(g) Transfer, promotion, demo- 
tion, and reinstatement of em- 
ployees in the competitive service. 

(h) Separation of employees from 
the city service through lay-off, 
suspension, and dismissal. 

(i) Standardization of hours of 
work, attendance and leave regula- 
tions, working conditions and the 
development of employee morale, 
welfare, and training. 

(j) Suitable provision for. orderly 
and equitable presentations to the 
city manager and to the city coun- 
cil by employees relating to general 
conditions of employment, 

(k) Content, maintenance, and 
use of personnel records and forms. 

SECTION 7. APPOINTMENTS. 
Appointments to vacant positions in 
the competitive service shall be 
made in accordance with the per- 
sonnel rules. Appointments and 
promotions shall be based on merit 
and fitness to be ascertained so far 
as practicable by competitive test. 
If not provided for in the class 
specifications, the rules shall pro-

sonnel Board, The Personnel Board 
shall then investigate the case and 
conduct a hearing as provided in 
this ordinance and by the rules.

PEAL. Any employee in the com- 
petitive service shall have the right 
to appeal to the Personnel Board 
relative to any disciplinary action, 
dismissal, demotion, of alleged vio- 
lation of this ordinance or the per- 
sonnel rules, except in instances 
where the right of appeal is pro- 
hibited by this ordinance.

Hearings may be informally con- 
ducted and the rules of evidence 
need not apply. 

Within ten days after concluding 
the hearing, the Personnel Board 
shall certify its findings and recom- 
mendations to the Council, City 
Manager, to any other official from 
whose action the appeal was taken, 
and to the employee affected. The 
Council, City Manager, or other of- 
ficial from whose action the appeal 
was taken shall review the findings 
and recommendations of the Per- 
sonnel Board and may then affirm, 
revoke, or modify the action taken, 
as in its judgment seems warrant- 
ed, and the action taken shall be 
final. 

SECTION 14. ABOLITION OF 
POSITION. Whenever in the 
judgment of the Council it becomes 
necessary in the interest of economy 
or because the necessity for the pos- 
ition or employment involved no 
longer exists, the Council may abol- 
ish any position or employment in 
the competitive service and lay off, 
demote, or transfer the employee 
holding such position or employ- 
ment without filing written charg- 
es and without the right of appeal. 
If within two years an appoint- 
ment is to be made to any position 
or employment in any existing or 
new class having the same or sub- 
stantially similar qualifications and 
duties as the position abolished, the 
employee laid off, demoted or trans- 
ferred shall: have the right to such 
appointment, unless he shall file a 
waiver in writing with the Person- 
nel Board; or, if laid off, he shall 
fail to report to the City Manager 
within twenty working days after 
notice is mailed to his last known 
address, 

SECTION 15. IMPROPER POL- 
ITICAL ACTIVITY. Any person 
holding an office or employment in 
the competitive service shall not: 

(a) Seek or accept election, nom- 
ination, or appointment as an of- 
ficer of a political club or organi- 
zation, 

(b) Take an active part in a 
county or municipal political cam- 
paign. 

(c) Serve as a member of a com- 
mittee of such club, organization or 
circle, 

(dad) Seek signatures to any peti- 
tion provided for by any law. 

(e) Act as a worker at the polls 
or distribute badges, pamphlets, 
dodgers, or handbills of any kind 
favoring or opposing any candidate 
for election or nomination to a 
county or city office. 

SECTION 16. ACTIVITIES NOT 
AFFECTED. This ordinance does 
not prevent any officer or employee 
from: 

(a) Becoming or continuing to 
be a member of a political club or 
organization. 

(b) Attendance at a political 
meeting. 

(c) Enjoying entire freedom from 
all interference in casting his vote. 

(d) Seeking or accepting election 
or appointment to public office 
while on leave of absence. 

(e) Seeking signatures to any in- 
itiative or referendum petition di- 
rectly affecting his rates of pay, 
hours of work, retirement, civil ser- 
vice, or other working conditions, 

(f) Distributing badges, pamph- 
lets, dodgers, or handbills or other

The violation of any provision of 
Sections 15, 16 or 17 is ground for 
discharge of any officer or em- 
ployee. 

SECTION 17. DISCRIMINA-

ed, demoted or discharged, or in 
any way favored or discriminated 
against because of political opinions 
or affiliations or because of race or 
religious belief. 

SECTION 18. SOLICITATION 
OF CONTRIBUTIONS. No officer,

rectly or indirectly, solicit or receive, 
or be in any manner concerned in 
soliciting or receiving, any assess-

SECTION 19. RIGHT TO CON- 
TRACT FOR SPECIAL SERVICE. 
The city manager shall consider and 
make recommendations to the city 
council regarding the extent to 
which the city should contract for 
the performance of technical ser- 
vices in connection with the estab- 
lishment or operation of the per- 
sonnel system. The council may 
contract with any qualified person 
or agency for the performance of 
all or any of the following respon- 
sibilities and duties imposed by this 
ordinance: 

(a) The preparation of personnel 
rules and subsequent revisions and 
amendments thereof. 
® (b) The preparation of a position 
classification plan, and subsequent 
revisions and amendments thereof. 

(c) The preparation of a plan of 
compensation, and subsequent re- 
visions and amendments thereof. 

(d) The preparation, conduct and 
grading of competitive tests and the 
certification of employment lists. 

(e) Special and technical services 
of advisory or informational char- 
acter on matters relating to person- 
nel administration. 

SECTION 20. APPROPRIATION 
OF FUNDS. The Council shall ap- 
propriate such funds as, are neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of 
this ordinance. 

SECTION 21. PENALTY FOR 
VIOLATION. Any person, firm, or 
aorporation violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon a conviction thereof shall 
be punishable by a fine of not more 
than $500.00 or by imprisonment for 
a period of not more than six 
months or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

SECTION 22. SEVERABILITY. 
If any section, subsection, subdi- 
vision, sentence, clause or phrase 
of this ordinance is for any reason 
held to be unconstitutional, such 
decision shall not affect the valid- 
ity of the remaining portions of this 
ordinance. The Council hereby de- 
clares that it would have passed 
this ordinance, and each section, 
subsection, subdivision, sentence, 
clause and phrase thereof, irrespect- 
ive of the fact that any one or more 
sections, subsections, subdivisions, 
sentences, clauses or phrases be de- 
clared unconstitutional. 

SECTION 23. 
SUPPLEMENTARY CHARACTER 
—PURPOSE. Ordinance No. 128 
entitled “An ordinance of the City 
of Menlo Park creating and estab- 
lishing a personnel system for said 
City’, passed and adopted on May 
22, 1945, insofar as the same, or 
parts thereof, conflict with the pro- 
visions hereof, is hereby repealed. 

This ordinance is hereby declared 
to be supplementary to said Ordin- 
ance No. 128, and it is the declared 
purpose of the City Council of the 
City of Menlo Park, in the pass- 
age of this ordinance, to revise the 
personnel system in said City, and 
the ordinance creating the same, 
without prejudice to civil service 
status acquired under said ordin- 
ance No. 128; said revision is re- 
quired by reason of the adoption of 
a City Manager form of municipal 
government since the creation of a 
personnel system in said City

SECTION 24. EFFECTIVE 
DATE. PUBLICATION, This or- 
dinance shall take effect thirty days 
after the date of its adoption and 
prior to the expiration of fifteen 
days from the passage thereof shall 
be published at least once in the 
Menlo Park Recorder, a weekly 
newspaper of general circulation, 
published and circulated in the City 
of Menlo Park, and thenceforth and 
thereafter the same shall be in full 
force and effect.

turn below Eikerenkotter’s hotel.

STORE DISMANTELED 

“A force of men were at work on 
Fikerenkotter’s’ store taking it to 
pieces. The lumber will be hauled 
to Redwood City and used sometime 
in the future in building a house on 
some lots owned by Julius Eikeren- 
kotter. The hotel will stand and will 
be used by the water company. 

“George Eikerenkotter will, 
the present, go out of business. 

“It is reported that the postof- 
fice will be taken by J. H. P. Gage, 
foreman for E. F. Preston, and will 
be located somewhere near the 

Preston (near the present Schill- 

ing estate) place

the mountain.” 

CANCELLED 

It might be expected that the 
abandonment of a town ends its his- 
tory, but that wasn’t the case with 
Searsville. 

An ironic twist was given when 
the planned diversion of water to 
San Francisco failed to materialize, 
thus cancelling the reason for the 
lake.

Old Curtains, Towels 
Can Give More Service 

Old sheer curtains which are torn 
in many places may offer several 
possibilities. If they have ruffling 
which is torn in a few places only, 
rip this off the curtain and put to- 
gether the good pieces of ruffling.

no idea what confidences some- 

times float out from those swing- 

ing doors! 

If at all possible, use one large 
room rather than a series of adjoin- 
ing rooms. Members crane _ their 
necks and the speaker is always 
under a strain, trying, like a nerv- 
ous little bird, to include everyone. 

In a large hall or clubroom, don’t 
ask your speaker to sit on the plat- 
form through business or other short 
talks, Most desirable is on anteroom 
with a mirror for the adjustment 
of glasses or corsage. The seats down 
in front will do. It adds to the effect 
to let your guest make an en- 
trance....and avoids the fidgets 
which come even to seasoned speak- 
ers sometimes. 

STEP DOWN 

Most disconcerting is the custom 
of officers remaining on the plat- 
form or at a nearby table, directly 
behind or at an awkward side angle. 
The speaker must try to address 
them and to include them from 
time to time, and this is often dif- 
icult. It is courteous, if the talk is 
to be long, for officers to take seats 
in the audience.
